I amconfident that 
the Madras Veterinary College with its dedicated band of 
research and academic staff will keep in sharp focus these 
needs of our society, and continue to contribute significantly 
for the rapid economic development of our people.

PLATINUM JUBILEE CELEBRATIONS OF THE MADRAS VETERINARY COLLEGE 


On the recommendations of the Indo- 
American team on Agricultural Research and 
Education, this College was upgraded as a 
“Southern Regional Centre of Post-Graduate 
Education and Research” in the year 1958. 
The Master of Veterinary Science (M. У. Sc.) 
degree programme in various Departments was 
a phased one and by 1962 sixteen Departments 
had started the courses. 


The great enthusiasm of the workers in 
their field and the recognition and strong 
support given by the Government led to the 
creation of a separate “Directorate of Veteri- 
nary Education and Research” in the year 1969 
and this again was a unique feature in the field 
of Veterinary Education in India, 


Since 1974, the College stands affiliated to 
Tamil Nadu Agricultural University. Since 
December 1976, the College is a constituent 
unit of the Tamil Nadu Agricultural University. 


EDUCATION : 


Under Graduate Programme : 


Currently the B.V Sc. degree isa 5 year 
and one term course after one year of Рге- 
University Study. Over the years new subjects 
were added to equip the students with more 
knowledge in order to help the farming 
community. Тһе course is rather of an arduous 
nature with students working about 8 hours a 
day, all 11 months in an academic year with- 
out holidays. The curricula and syllabi are of 
International standard following closely the 
recommendations of FAO/WHO team on Veteri- 
nary Education. Equal importance is given to 
animal health and production and to make 
the Veterinarian a Well trained person to tackle 
both aspects. Another unique feature is the 
introduction of internal evaluation system as 
early of 1958 which has paid good dividends for 
the student community. The College draws its 
student population not only from various States 
in India but also from other countries like 
Sri Lanka, Burma, Malaysia, Iraq, Phillipines 
and the African Countries. In all 4842 graduates 
have obtained degrees from this College since 


HISTORY 


The Madras Veterinary College started 
functioning from 1-10-1903 with 20 students on 
the rolls in the rented building known as 
“Dobbin Hall" situated about 175 yards from 
the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals, on a monthly rent of Rs. 80/-. Major 
W.D Gunn,MRCVS. who was then Superint- 
endent, Civil Veterinary Department, Madras 
was appointed as a part-time Principal. Initially 
the Veterinary Course was spread over a period 
of 3 years and the diploma awarded was styled 
С.М VC. Though the Madras Veterinary 
College was the fourth Veterinary Institution 
to be started in India, it was the first Veterinary 
College to get itself affiliated to a University. 
‘The University of Madras recognised this 
Institution as a constituent College іп 1935 to 
impart instruction for the degree of Bachelor 
of Veterinary Science (B V.Sc ) of 3 years and 
one term duration from the beginning of the 
academic year 1936-37. In 1938, the duration 
of the diploma course was extended to 4 years, 
and the duration of Bachelor of Veterinary 
Science degree course was extended to 5 years 
(1938-39). Laterin 1946-47, according to the 
recommendations of the Veterinary Education 
Committee of the Indian Council of Agricultural 
Research, the degree course was remodelled 
into one of 4 years and one term. Тһе diploma 
course was abolished in 1946, The subjects 
taught cover all aspects of Veterinary and 
Animal Husbandry, starting from basic sciences 
in the first year. The students are given intensive 
farm training in summer vacation for a period 
of 6 weeks every year. The 1979 batch of 
I B.V.Sc. students have been admitted with a 
curriculum which includes ап internship 
programme of 6 months duration. 


The College commenced a Compounders' 
Course in 1916 and a Stockman course was 
introduced in 1939. It had also for sometime a 
Veterinary Stockman Compounders’ Course. 
A 2 year Livestock Inspectors’ Course was 
started in 1948-49 It has since been abolished. 
A course on Flaying was started in 1953 which 
is not in operation now. 
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3. Farmers Training Course for the 
Farming Community in 3 Centres-Hosur, 
Orathanad and Kattupakkam. 


4. Courses in Veterinary Public Health for 
B.S.Sc , students and special lectures for 
the medical students and Public Health 
staff are important and note--worthy. 


5. Training in Poultry Farming for 
employed and unemployed personnel in 
and around Madras City. 


6. Training Courses in Hygienic Meat 
Production and Meat Quality Control 
for Marketing Officers. 


7. Training in frozen semen utilisation. 


Recently 2 new Departments have been 
started — Department of Disease Investigatian 
and Control and Department of Clinics to 
provide better health cover to livestock at large. 
In addition a separate Disease Investigation 
Centre for Poultry has been started at Namakkal, 
Salem District, keeping in view the large number 
of poultry farmers and breeders in that area 
so that the people could derive the maximum 
benefit. 


То keep pace with the intensive dairy 
development projects inplemented in India, on 
the Education, Research and Training side, a 
r.odern Dairy Technology building with modern 
facilities has been put up so that suitable 
personnel could be made available from this 
Institution for employment in the dairy projects. 


EXTENSION ACTIVITIES 


The Department of Extension has been 
helping the farmers by conducting “Farm School 
on All India Radio” and also through corres- 
ропдепсе courses, Animal Husbandry and 
Veterinary subjects of interest and benefit to 
“Cheiron” a 
Scientific Journal was started in October 2 
as a half yearly issue It latter became a 
bimonthly journal from June, 79. This journal is 
printed in the College Communication Centre, 
It has a wide International circulation and has 
been recognised as a standard professional 
journal. Farm Advisory services to the extension 
farmers in and around Madras City and the 
State are offered to solve problems connected 
with disease control, management etc. as and 
when they are requested th ough direct contact 
or by post, thereby giving direct benefit to the 
farmer fulfilling the objectives of “Laboratary 
to land programme".

During this year 3 Regional Veterinary 
Centres have been started in Trichy, Dharmapuri 
and Madurai. These centres are multi- 
disciplinary in character intended to help the 
farmers to overcome their Animal Husbandry 
and Veterinary problems.

Research and achievements : 


This Institution has been keeping pace with 
the advancement in Science. To enable the 
staff and post-graduate students to undertake 
advance research projects, sophisticated equip- 
ments and facilities like Electron Microscope, 
automatic amino acid analyser and Isotope and 
Trace mineral laboratory have been installed 
and put to use.

ACTIVITIES OF VARIOUS DEPARTMENTS 
OF THE COLLEGE 


DEPARTMENT ОҒ AGRONOMY 


The syllabus is so formulated’ as to provide 
basic knowledge on the principles of Agronomy 
with an over-all picture on the basic Agricul- 
tural resources of the country. Cultivation of 
annual, perennial and tree fodders including 
fodder conservation are being taught to the 
students. 


4. Research: 


At the present, research projects are being 
proposed in order to solve the problems confro- 
nting the farming communities. To start with 


two projects have been chosen by this depart- 
ment. 


New projects on the utilization of non- 
edible straws as animal feed, production poten- 
tial studies with perennial and annual forages, 
weed control studies on fodder crops and sele- 
ction of suitable legumes for east coast region 
will be taken up in due course. 


5. General: 


The department of Agronomy is now mainly 
concerned with teaching. Its activities will be 
extended to cover various problems relating to 
Fodder production. Further, demonstration of 
improved fodder varieties especially perennial 


trees will be undertaken at the Farmers 
holdings.

1. Historical Background : 


The importance of a study of Agronomy 
springs from the fact that fodder production is 
an integral part of animal husbandry. A study 
of the principles of Agronomy or the manage- 
ment of soil and crop provides an over all 
picture on soil, climate, water and human reso- 
urces. Further, the integration of these 
resources for the production of crops either for 
human need or to feed the animals in a region 
and under a socio-economic system, warrant the 
study of Agronomy. The study of the manage- 
ment of soil and crop also gives the social cons- 
ciousness onthe various problems related to 
crop production like physical, economical, orga- 
nizational, socio-cultural and knowledge factors. 
Therefore, this department came into existence 
since the introduction of the degree of B.V Sc. 
A full time lecturer with two Assistant Lecturers 
were working formerly. At the present, a new 
post of Associate Professor of Agronomy was 
created besides two post of Assistant Professors 


and one post of Research Associate already 
existing.

Activities : 


‚ The department is concerned with teaching 
the subject of Anatomy including histology 
and embryology to undergraduate students of 
the B.V.Sc. course and postgraduate students. 
The department has also taken up research 
projects carried out by the teaching staff and 
by the postgraduate students as part of the 
requirements for their degree. 


Research : 


Dr. H.N. Chelva Iyengar who was in charge 
of the department until 1946, was responsible 
for the early growth of the department and 
had published 47 articles compiled in the form 
of an [CAR monograph Dr. О. Mariappa, 
successor to Dr. Chelva Iyengar, took his M.S. 
degree from Kansas (US A ) after his G.M.V.C. 
from this College and was in charge of the 
department from 1946 to 1969. He had pub- 
lished a series of 11 articles on the Anatomy 
of foetal Indian elephant in addition to 12 
articles on other topics. 


24 Research papers have been published 
in addition to those mentioned above by other 
staff members from this department.

Madras Veterinary College 


Historical Background : 


The Department of Anatomy is one of 
the oldest departments of the college since its 
inception in the year 1903. 


The main building consisted of а large 
hall, which served both as a lecture hall and 
dissection theatre, with an adjoining hexagonal 
room, Which was used as staff cum store room 
and another injection cum specimen room. The 
new block with a ground floor providing for 
post graduate halt and separate dissection the- 
atre and staff rooms and a first floor witha 
students histology laboratory and a staff labo- 
ratory was taken over in 1961. 


The subject Anatomy, including histology 
and embryology was taught in the first and 
second years of the Veterinary Course, till the 
introduction of the preprofessional course as 
the I year of the B.V.Sc. course, when Апа- 
tomy was shifted to the second апа third 
years. With the introduction of the new regu- 
lations of the B.V.Sc. course, Anatomy was 
taught in the second year only and now 
under the Agricultural University, the subject 
is being taught in the П B.V.Sc., spread 
over three trimesters. 


From 1903 to 1929, the horse was the 
type animal taken up for detailed study and 
comparative features of the ox and dog were 
also included. In 1930, the ox was taken up 
as the type animal for detailed study with 
comparative features of the horse and dog and 
in 1936, the comparative Anatomy of the do- 
mestic fowl was added to the curriculum for the 
undergraduate or B.V.Sc. classes. 


The department was recognised for post- 
graduate dergrees by the Madras University 
and 3 staff members took M. Sc. degree by 
research and thesis. In 1960, the postgraduate 
course leading to M.V.Sc. degree with Anatomy 
as main and surgery and obstetrics as subsi- 
diaries was introduced and till date 21 candi- 
dates have taken the M.V.Sc. degree in Anatomy 
and most of them are now holding high 
positions or acting as heads of Department 
of Anatomy in other Veterinary Colleges in 
India. 


The department is equipped with а photo- 
graphic unit and the teaching staff have pre- 
pared their own teaching aids in the form of 
projection transparencies, multi-coloured dia- 
grams for use with overhead projectors, in 
addition to the traditional special dissections 
used for demonstration. The department has 
been responsible for preparation of the printed 
lecture notes in two volumes including histo- 
logy and embryology, a special dissection guide 
for the ox and a laboratory record for histology 
and embryology. This is also a special feature 
as no standard text book with ox ав the 
main type is as yet available.

With the manifold spurt in the activities 
of Livestock and Poultry Development due to 
rapid expansion there is enormous development 
of Livestock and Poultry. Because of the 
-altered approach in the managerial practices 
the patterns of Animal Diseases are also chang- 
ing depending upon the ecological imbalance. 
Many outbreak of diseases, possibly emerging 


diseases and endemic diseases with a altered 


profile are expected. It is therefore necessary 
that a multi disiciplinary facility is made avai- 
lable to diagnose the disease early and to 
chalk out eradication programmes. 


This involves investigation by specialists 
trained in the particular branches who would 
be able to use the sophisticated techniques 
and gadgets for efficient and quick diagnosis 
and control. Sufficient laboratory facilities and 
the equipments required are available ٤ 
Madras Veterinary College. These include 
tissue culture. facilities for microbiological еха- 
mination, facilities for histopathological studies, 
. facility to study the biology and bionomics 
of parasites, facility for design and operation 
of preventive measures as well as facilities for 
toxicological research. The equipments include 
Electron microscope, Fluorescent microscope, 
Amino-acid Analyser, Cryostat, Auto-technicon 
& Refrigereted centrifuges. With such existing 
facilities this department has been ushered in;

The department has so far produced two 
Ph О. by research, 29 M.V.Sc since 1964 and 
around 120 undergraduates every year.

ties, like mental retardation. Sterility and sex 
anamolies are referred to this laboratory for 
chromosomal analysis. This laboratory serves as 
a genetic counselling unit. | 


3. Biochemical and immunogenetics : Extensive 
studies are being carried out in this section on 
biochemical polymorphism and its association 
with economic traits in indigenous and exotic 
breeds of sheep and cattle to aid early selection 
of farm animals. 


4. Biometrical genetics: The section is equipped 
with data processing equipment, for processing 
and analysis of voluminous farm data received 
from livestock farms and guides animal breeding 
programmes. This serves as a centralised bureau 
of records and also trains farm workers in main- 
tenance of farm records. 


5. Artificial Breeding Section: A frozen semen 
bank with a liquid nitrogen plant and a mobile 
Artificial unit is maintained for storing and 
propagation of superior germplasm from 
proven sires. 


Research: 


Pioneering work on mutagenesis induced by 
chemicals, alkaloids and drugs has been carried 
out in Drosophila. Karyotyping of cattle and 
buffalo chromosomes are carried out in cytoge- 
netics section. The researches in biochemical and 
immunogentics are expected to aid in selection 
of superior animals and culling of undersirable 
ones at a very early age, as some biochemical 
characters are found to be related to production 
traits. Extensive research is being carried out 
in a development of semen extenders for liquid 
and frozen semen of different species. Twenty 
four research projects are in operation in the 
department. 


General : 


A new egger strain in poultry ‘Meyer strain’ 
suited to the agro-climatic conditions of Tamil 
Nadu, was evolved by this department. This 
department has established a ‘Dairy Herd 
Improvement Association in Madras and its 
neighbourhood.

Activities of the Department : 


The subject Animal Genetics and Breeding, 
is taught to the final year B V.Sc. students. The 
Post graduate course, under traditional system 
commenced 18 1958 and under timester system 
during 1977. The Ph.D programme under trimes- 
ter system commenced during 1978. Eight re- 
search scholars have qualified for Ph.D. and fifty 
four for Master's degree to date. Field officers 
are trained in frozen semen utilisation as a reg- 
ular programme. The following are the salient 
features of different sections. 


1. Drosophila genetics: This laboratory is one 
of the recognised centres in the world, maintain- 
ing different mutant strains of Drosophila. This 
laboratory caters to the needs of various city 
colleges and research centres in India, for con- 
ducting research, by supplying mutant strains. 


2. Cytogenetics: This section 1$ Well equipped 
for chromosomal studies in human patients and 
animals, suspected for various genetic abnormali-

Average digestibility coefficients obtained 
for dry matter, crude protein, crude fibre, ether 
extract and Nitrogen free extract were 52.61, 
23.36, 47.3, 30.9, 58.93 respectively. 


4) Salinity and total hardness of drinking water 
on chick growth (MVSc. thesis 1979). 


Two experiments were conducted with chicks 
from 0-4 weeks of age to determine the effect of 
salinity and hardness of water on their growth 
and feed efficiency. Rhode Island Red and Rupali 
(hybrid) chicks can tolerate salinity upto 4500 
ppm and total hardness upto 450 ppm without 
adversely affecting growth. At levels higher than 
this the chicks suflered reduction in growth rate, 
poor feed efficiency and mortality. Mortality was 
heaviest (77.5%) in the group receiving 9000 ppm 
of sodium chloride while only 7.5% recorded at 
6000 ppm level. Based on the findings of these 
two experiments the tolerance limit for salinity 
in drinking water may be fixed at 4500 ppm. 


5) Utilisation of urea in stall fed kids : 


۸ study to assess the possible use of urea in 
the practical rations for kids, was carried out. 
Six kids aged about 4 months were randomly 
disiributed to three groups of two each. Group | 
served as control, Group И received a ration 
containing 025% of urea and the Group 1 
received a ration containing 0.502, urea in the 
total ration. All these rations were isonitrogenous 
and a balance trial was conducted to study the 
efficiency of N utilisation. 


It is concluded that adaptation to urea by the 
kids (aged about 4 months) is comparatively low.

Research undertaken since 1978 


1) The use of cashew kernel cake in chick mash: 


From the observations made, it is apparent 
that 100% replacement of Ground nut cake with 
cashew kernel cake does not promote growth in 
white leghorn chicks effectively. Feed efficiency 
does not show any difference between control 
and 50% replacement groups. 


2) The feeding value of raw and par-boiled rice 
bran in chick mash : 


Raw rice bran was found to be better than 
boiled rice bran. Rawrice bran group seemed 
to have a better feed efficiency in chicks than 
control and boiled rice bran groups. 


3) Investigations on the nutritive value of Uthi 
(Odina nodier when fed as a sole feed for goats: 


Investigations were conducted to determine 
the nutritive value of Uthi (Odina nodier) as 
green fodder, when fed as a sole feed for bucks. 


Palatability was not affected as indicated by 


the average dry matter intake of 3.30 kg per 
100 kg. body weight.

Since the need for specialised cli- 
nical service for the public and improved 
facilities for the clinical teaching and Research 
was acutely felt, the different hospital sections 
were integrated and started functioning as De- 
partment of Clinics with a Professor of Clinics 
as head of the department from 5-9--1979. 
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DEPARTMENT OF DAIRY SCIENCE 


Research: 


This department is working on basic and 
applied research problems of public importance 
concerned іп this field of Dairying. The follo- 
wing are some of the salient findings. 


1. Quality of market milk, butter, ghee and 
ice cream of Madras city with respect to both 
Bacteriological quality and chemical quality had 
been studied, 


2. Agglutinins of cow and buffalo milk 
and nutritional requiremnts of lactic starter 
cultures have been elaborately studied. 


3. Preliminary work on cross breeding 
experiments established the profound amount of 
improvement that could be achieved in milk 
production by crossing indigenous and pure 
breed stocks with pure exotic breeds. 


4. Bacteriological quality of dairy products 
like khoa, channa, curd and ice cream; absor- 
ption of immune globulins by calves of white 
cattle and buffaloes, а rapid ring test to distin- 
guish cow milk from buffalo milk and the tech- 
nique of early diagnosis of mastitis were few 
other items done by this department. 


5. The technique of abomasal fistula for 
rennet extraction and its assay for cheese 
production and technique of analysing formalin 
preserved milk samples are items which are of 
practical importance for the dairy industry. 


6. Studies on the incidence of Enterococci 
in market milk, khoa, ісе cream and curd which 
are of public health importance are some of the 
recent additions. Studies on the incidence of 
aerobic spore formers іп milk and studies on the 
density of cow milk and buffalo milk are of 
nractical importance for market milk industry. 


General : 


In order to improve the physical facilities 
Гог teaching and Research in Dairy Technology 
a multi storeyed block at an estimated cost of 
Rs. 29/- lakhs has come up. A modern stude- 
nts Dairy Flant at a cost of Rs. 17.5 lakhs is 
expected to be commissioned | shortly.

Historical Background : 


The Department was started in February 
1963 with one Lecturer, one Assistant Lecturer, 
one Artist, one Artist cum Photographer and one 
Cine projector operator. During 1963-64 this 
subject was taught for [Vand У & final year 
B.V.Sc. students without university examina- 
tions. Several villages in and around Madras 
were adopted for field activities. 


To cope up with the increased workload two 
Subject Matter Specialists, two Assistant Subject 
Matter Specialists and one Assistant Lecturer 
меге added to the staff of this Department. Later 
these posts were redesignated as Research Officer 
and Research Assistant. During 1968-69 the post 
of Lecturer in Extension was upgraded to 
Professor of Extension and one Subject Matter 
specialist was upgraded as Reader in Extension 
and one post of Lecturer in Extension was 
created. In 1970 one Lecturer’s post was 
upgraded to Reader in Extension.

The subject of Laboratory 
Animal Medicine is an inter-disciplinary specia- 
lity of Veterinary Medicine, concerned with 
the biology of animals in health and disease 
and with their selection, breeding, care and 
use in research and education.

Thr Library functions from 8 a.m. to 8 p.m. ` 
on working days catering to the needs of 
undergraduate and postgraduate students, staff 
members and Research Officers. А korestat 
copying machine is available in the Library 
and reprints of articles are supplied to staff 
and students on payment. 


The Library has now about 15,000 books 
and 8,000 back volumes. 226 Foreign Journals 
60 Indian Journals and Eleven popular maga- 
zines are being subscribed for the Library. 
The present annual budget of the Library is 
Rs. 5,37,500.00. About 21,000 readers use the 
Library in a year. 15,660 books are being 
lent and 61,554 books are being consulted. 


It is proposed to further strengthen the 
Library by providing more space, books, and 
microfilm facilities to meet the increasing 
demands of users. 


Historical background 

The Madras Veterinary College Library 
was started in 1903 and hence is as old as 
the College itself. Till 1954, the Library ex- 
panded slowly and contained about 2,060 books 
and a few Journals, and was managed by a 
Junior Assistant. It was subsequently strength- 
ened with qualified staff. During the year 
1963, the Library was shifted to its present 
premises in the 2nd floor of the Clinical Block 
and has a floor space of 14,000 sq. ft. The 
Library is now well equipped on the lines of 
modern Libraries. Open access system is in 
vogue. |

DEPARTMENT OF MEATS 


A short term course in Meat Hygiene and 
Technology for officers in slaughter house and 
bacon factories was conducted by this depart- 
ment under the sponsorship of Government of 
India, Ministry of Agriculture. Short lecture 
notes on meat hygiene was published for the 
benefit on all short-term course trainees. 


This department conducts special classes 
on parasitic Zoonosis for В 5.5с. and MBBS. 
students of Medical colleges and post-graduates 
of Pubiic Health Department. 


In recognition of the very useful work 
done by this department both in field of Meat 
technology and in public health, the FA 0 
regional veterinarian Dr. С. Perumal Pillai 
recommended the upgrading of this department 
to constitute an Asian Training Centre for 
Meat Hygiene and Technology to undertake 
the training of large numbers of Asian and 
African veterinarians. 


Research 
1. LC.A.R. Scheme: 


A scheme for utilisation of slaughter house 
byproducts was run by this department to 
highlight the possibility of improving the qua- 
lity of common by-products like casings, bones 
and pancreatic collection etc.

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Historical background : 


The subject of Meat Hygiene and Techno- 
logy is taught to under-graduate and post- 
graduate students While the under-graduate 
training is continuing since three decades, the 
post-graduate course in Meat and Milk Hygiene 
and Technology was instituted in 1962 alo-g 
with the formation of a separate new depart- 
ment in the same year. 


A modern meats laboratory, the first of 
its kind in India was constructed and com- 
missioned and it was designed with seperate 
Slaughter hall, inspection hall, chilling and 
freezing chambers, meat technology room, 
sales counter, analytical and technological lato- 
ratory with facilities for curing and smoking 
of meat and a canning complex for research 
students.

Activities : 


Since 1962, the staff of this department 
have been engaged in active research and in 
guiding post-graduate students in investigating 
projects of interest to public health, meat 
technology and the livestock industry. Research 
projects on pigs, cattle, sheep, chicken and 
rabbits were undertaken. The staff have also 
been imparting education to undergraduate and 
post-graduate students in the subjects of Meat 
Hygiene and Technology. 


Studies were made to improve the personal 
hygiene of butchers in an effort to improve 
the wholesomeness of meat in slaughter houses. 
To conform to regulations concerning export 
of meat, the differentiation of mutton and 
beef and beef and cara beef were successfully 
performed. 


Special courses were conducted for the 
officers of marketing and іпвэсспоп for 10 days 
in this department. Four such courses have 
been conducted so far.

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Historical Development : 


The Department of Microbiology and Bio- 
chemistry was formulated from 1-4-1977 by 
amalgamating the erstwhile Departments of 
Bacteriology, Virology and Biochemistry. 


The Department of Bacteriology which 
included Virology also was one of the earliest 
Departments to have been started. The Depart- 
ment of Pathology and Bacteriology as it was 
then called was started in 1904. The Depart- 
ments of Pathology and Bacteriology were 
separated and made independent Departments 
in 1950. A chair for Virology was created in 
1971 and full fledged Department started func- 
tioning thereafter. The Department of Biochemi- 
stry was started іп 1970. Now all the three 
Departments stand merged and called as Depart- 
ment of Microbiology and Biochemistrv.

This Department has evolved a tissue culture 
adapted Fowlpox virus vaccine which has proved 
its potency in about one lakh chicks so far. The 
vaccine replaces two vaccines and therefore 
is a welcome boon to the Poultry industry. 


Hatchery sanitation certificate scheme is 
another important adjunct which makes the 
poultry industry to check their loss due to poor 
hatchability and livability.

Salient features of work since inception : 


1. The technique of Caesarean section has 
been perfected in bovines and more than 150 
cases were treated by this method. For want of 
proper follow up, their post-operative breeding 
efficiency and performance of lactation could not 
be assessed in many of the cases. 


2. The temporary deterimental effect of 
vaccination on spermatogenesis in breeding bulls 
with various vaccines, such as Rinderpest, Foot 
and Mouth, Black Quarter etc , were studied and 
papers have been published on this aspect 
and this may be of great use and guidance to 
field vets. 


3. Some of the aspects of Reproductive 
efficiency of buffalo bulls were studied and the 
results were incorporated in the papers published 
in Cheiron. This is a pioneering work and is one 
of the 2 such research projects оп buffaloes 
undertaken for the Ist time in the world. 


4. Extension service rendered by the Departmet. 

1. Breeding bulls, cows and Buffaloes 

which were referred periodically by the 

field staff for infertility problems were 

investigated into and remedial measures 
suggested, 


2. Refresher courses are being couduc- 
ted every year for the benefit of field 
Veterinarians. 
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Historical Background : 


Prior to the creation of the Department 
of Obsterics and Gynaecology, headed by a 
Professor, the subject of Obstetrics and Gynae- 
cology, was taught to the undergraduate students 
by the staff of the Regional Sterility Officer, 
stationed at Madras Veterinary College. This 
subject was part of Surgery for the University 
Examination. In 1958 a separate chair (Professor) 
in Obstetrics and Diseases of Reproductive 
system and Sterility was created. Dr. M.C 
Chellam who was trained in Sweden was the 
first Professor who was assisted by 3 Assistant 
Lecturers. In 1963, Dr. K.S. Narasimhan, was 
deputed for the international course in Animal 
reproduction in Sweden. The post Lecturer was 
created іп 1963 and Dr. К.$. Narasimhan was 
appointed as Lecturer in 1964. Consequent on 
the promotion of Dr. М.С. Chellam as Deputy 
Director, Animal Husbandary, Key villages, 
Dr. V. Venkatasamy who was then acting as 
Reader in Dairy Science held additional charge 
of this Department The subject of Obstetrics 
and Gynaecology was dislinked from Surgery and 
became a separate subject for University 
Examination. 


The year 1960 saw the introduction of 
Post graduate course in Obstetrics and Gynae- 
cology. The first batch of students passed out 
in 1962. Dr. V. Venkatasamy was appointed as 
Reader in the newly created post in 1965, and 
later became Professor in 1967 The creation 
of the section of Endocrinology marked another 
milestone in the progress of the department 
and Dr. T. M. Thangaraj and Dr. D. John, 
were appointed as Research Officer and Asst. 
Research Officer respectively. This section was 
later merged with the department subsequent to 
the transfer of Veterinary College to Tamil Nadu 
Agricultural University in December 1976. 
Lately in 1979, the Department had the distinc- 
tion of starting the first Ph.D., course in this 
subject with 4 part time pupils on its roll.

Besides teaching Under-graduate students 
(IV and III year B.V.Sc) Post-graduate courses 
are also offered for both M.V.Sc. and Ph.D. 
students numbering 12 in the subject of 
Parasitology. 


Fourteen Departmental research projects in 
Veterinary Parasitology are being carried out 
by the staff members, in addition to their Ph.D. 
research projects numbering seven, as part-time 
students. 


This Department serves as the main diagno- 
stic centre for the entire state of Tamil Nadu for 
parasitic diseases. Clinical material received 
from the field staff are examined and the results 
communicated. 


This Department conducts special classes 
on Parasitic zoonosis for B.S.Sc. and M.B.B.S. 
students of Medical Colleges and Post-graduates 
of Public Health Department. 


Calendar of treatment for common parasitic 
diseases at Livestock Research Station, Kattu- 
pakkam and Sheep Breeding Research Station, 
Sandynallah has been formulated and advice on 
treatment and control of specific parasitic infec- 
tions are also given as and when required. 


Research : 


More than 50 research projects have been 
carried out so far in this Department. 


This Department was also a Centre for the 
All India Co-ordinated Research Project on 


Historical Background : 


This Department was organised as a separate 
unit in 1929. As early as 1947, the Department 
was recognised by the University of Madras for 
Post-graduate studies leading to the Research 
Degree of M.Sc. During 1955-58, ап 1.С.А.В. 
sponsored Post-graduate course in “Diploma in 
Veterinary Parasitology” was conducted and 15 
Veterinary students were given the Diploma. 
Parasitologists deputed from other States were 
given training at this centre. 


“ When the college was raised tothe status 
of Southern Regional Post-graduate Training 
centre in 1958, this was one of the first few 
upgraded Departments recognised for the Post- 
graduate education leading to M.V.Sc., and this 
Department was also one of the first Departments 
to be recognised for Ph.D. programme as early 
as the year 1960. 


The Helminthology Museum built over the 
years by this Department contains a very large 
collection of worms from domestic animals and 
birds, identified and classified systematically 
forms a very useful referrence material for те- 
search workers and is a valuable asset to the 
Department. 


The Helminthology section which was func- 
tioning as a seperate unit from 1939 was attached 
to this Department in 1958 and during reorgani- 
sation of this Department under Tamil Nadu 
Agricultural University the unit was merged with 
the Department in April. 1977. 


A clinical laboratory functioning under the 
control of this Department for nearly 50 years 
was transferred to the Department of Preventive 
Medicine on 20-9-1963. 


The V.D.I.O (sheep and goats) section, 
when transferred from the Animal Husbandry 
Department to the College in April 1970, worked 
under the administrative and technical control 
of the Professor of Parasitology till. 31-12-1972, 
whenit was transferred back to the Animal 
Husbandry Department.

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The dog filarid Dipetalonema grassii was 
reported for the first time in India and the full 
description of its microfilaria was given for the 
first time together with those of adult male and 
female worms. 


A survey of the tick fauna of Tamil Nadu 
undertaken revealed, the prevalence of 17 species 
of hard ticks and two species of soft ticks. Host- 
wise, seasonal and geographical distribution and 
life cycle studies of these ticks were carried out 
in detail. Similar studies were also undertaken 
on Piroplasms transmitted by ticks. 


Molluscicidal trials with Coppersulphate, 
Bayluscide and sodium-penta chlorophenate have 
been carried out against the common fresh water 
snails of Veterinary importance and their efficacy 
reported. 


So far a total of 223 Scientific papers have 
been published by this Department besides two 
manuals.

"Investigation into the factors governing the 
epizootology of nasal schistosomiasis in bovines 
and its control" under different field conditions. 
Other than this, two more I.C.A.R. Schemes on 
(1) “Studies on the incidence, bionomics, role in 
the causation of disease with special reference to 
transmission of piroplasmosis and control of 
ticks of domestic stock" and (2) “Studies on 
immunisation against Tropical  Theileriasis 
(Theileria annulata) in cattle in Tamil Nadu”, 
were carried out from 18-9-1973 to 17-9-1978 and 
from 29-8-1974 to 28-2-1978 respectively. 


Several outstanding research findings have 
been contributed by this Department in the field of 
Parasitology. Of these, special mention must be 
made of the studies on Nasal schistosomiasis, 
Rhinosporidiosis. Surrah, Canine spirocercosis, 
Canine filariasis, Feather mites of poultry and 
Tick fauna of Tamil Nadu. 


The credit of finding out and identifying the 
new blood fluke Schistosoma nasale as the causa- 
tive agent of nasal schistosomiasis goes to this 
Department. : 


The mycotic disease Rhinosporidiosis of 
human being was recorded affecting cattle, for 
the first time in this Department. 


Pioneering work on the Feather mites of 
poultry carried out in the Department brought 
to light the occurrence of a number of species of 
Feather mites hitherto unrecorded in India and 
also a number of varieties and new species. 


While investigating the helminthic fauna of 
Elephant, two species new to Science, Schistosoma 
nairi and Indofilaria pattabiramani have been 
described. 


The common garden lizard Calotes versicolor 
was found to act as paratenic host for Spirocerca 
lupi affecting dogs.

3. Activities : 


The present activities of the Department 
include Teaching, Diagnostic services and 
reasearch. 


a. Teaching: The Department offers theo- 
retical and practical instructions for the Under- 
graduate and Post-graduate students in 
Veterinary Pathology. Under the Post-graduate 
programme 35 candidates have taken the degree 
of М. У. Sc., Training programmes are also 
conducted for the field staff as part of the 
refresher training. In addition, training in Clinical 
Pathology was also imparted to the Staff deputed 
by the Directorate of Animal Husbandry. 


b. Diagnostic services:- 


i. Autopsy diagnosis: This Department is 
incharge of autopsy diagnosis of cases 
referred to the Department. 


ii. Histopathology diagnosis: This Department 
also serves as a State Diagnostic Laboratory 
for Histopathology. About 8000 materials 
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Aflatoxicosis іп farm animals and poultry 
was recognised as responsible for heavy 
mortality and  unthriftness, especially 
in buffaloes, ducks and fowl. 


Tuberculosis: Studies carried out in 
collaboration with W. H. O. Chemothe- 
rapy Centre, Madras have brought out the 
importance of human strain of M. tuber- 
culosis as responsible for tuberculosis 
in bovines. 


Inclusion Body Hepatitis in fowls has 
been reported for the first time in this 
country.

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4. General: 


Given below are some of the significant 
contributions of this Department in the field of 
Animal Diseases. 


1. 


Contagious Caprine Pleuropneumonia was 
taking a heavy toll among goats in this 
State. Longley by his research established 
the identity of the causative organisms 
and evolved a vaccine with encouraging 
results. 


Hepatitis contagiosa canis in dogs was 
detected for the first time in India and the 
disease was experimentally produced in 
dogs and its pathology studied. 


Pulmonary adenamatosis in sheep was also 
identified for the first time in India 
in 1960.

The first M.Sc. degree (under the old 
regulations of the University of Madras) was 
awarded in the year 1960, for a Government 
of India Research Scholar. Subsequently 30 
candidates have qualified for the M.V.Sc. degree. 
At present there are three candidates for the 
M.V.Sc degree course and four candidates 
for the Ph D. degree course. 


Fifty three research papers have been 
published from this department and seven ге- 
search projects are in progress at present. 


General : 


This department is well eguipped with 
adeguate sophisticated instruments for teaching, 
demonstration and research. Тһе achievements 
of this department in all its years of existence 
which are worthy of mention are 


1) Publication of the Madras Veterinary 
College Hospital Pharmacopoeia in 1959. 

2) Screening of a few plants for biolo- 
gical activity, 


3) Preparation of injectable fluids required 
for the clinical sections of the College 
Hospital and 


4) Two eminent teachers of this depart - 
ments, Dr. М.К. Subramania Sastry and Dr. 
C.K. Velayudhan Nair have the unique distinc- 
tion of having served as corresponding members 
from India, in the compilation of the first 
edition of the British Veterinary Codex (1953). 
Dr. Velayudhan Nair also served in the Veteri- 
nary Products Sub-committee constituted for 
the perusal of the Draft Monographs of the 
Indian Pharmacopoeia (1955) оп behalf of the 
Principal. Madras Veterinary College. He was 
the Head of the Department for a long tenure 
of twenty years from 1949 to 1969 and contri- 
buted for the phenomenal growth of the 
department. The good work initiated by him 
was continued by his successor in office, Dr. 
У. М. Ramaswamy. 


Historical Background : 


The nucleus for the present Department of 
Pharmacology was a small pharmacy situated 
in the SPCA buildings. Subsequently after 
further additions to the main building of the 
College, the pharmacy was shifted from the 
SPCA building to a more spacious hall in the 
western wing of the main building. Since 1903, 
Materia medica and pharmacy was taught to 
the students. They were given practical training 
in the art of dispensing. Pharmacology was a 
subject for the diploma course for a long time. 
The revision of the course of studies, necessitated 
the expansion of the laboratory facilities for 
practical pharmacy and experimental pharma- 
cology. In 1963 the department was shifted to 
the clinical block.

Teaching and Research: 


Since 1903, Materia medica and pharmacy 
was taught in the first year. Later, Materia 
medica was taught in the second year, 
Pharmacology and Pharmacy in the third year 
and Therapeutics and Toxicology in the fourth 
and final year of the B.V.Sc. degree course, 
until a seperate department of Therapeutics 
and Toxicology was created in January 1959. 
In 1979 it was decided that Toxicology should 
form part of Pharmacology and was therefore 
added on to this department. At present 
Pharmacology is being taught in the IV year 
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Service" in the form of periodical pamphlets, 
for the benefit of the field staff. Pamphlets 
on latest drug information with particular re- 
ference to Veterinary practice will be distri-- 
buted to the practising Veterinarians, a collect- 
ion of which will ultimately form a good desk 
reference for them.

The Post Graduate 
Course was started in 1960-61 and during the 
same year the Department was shifted to the 
first floor of the Animal Husbandry Block.

The physics section was created mainly to 
teach the theoretical and practical aspects of 
Physics to the First year students. Besides this, 
it has also given assistance to the Post-Graduate 
students in handling the different types of instru- 
ments required for the study of various para- 
meters like surface tension, viscosity, density etc. 
in materials like milk, rumen fluids and poultry 
feeds and also in the measurements of dimensions 
of egg shells and meat products. 


Apart from effective teaching, to increase 
the standard of English among the students, the 
English section also extends its help to the 
staff and students in using English as medium of 
presentation and interpretation of scientific data. 
The Tamil section, іп addition to teaching, also 
helps in the translation of technical information 
to Tamil for easy dissemination to the farming 
community. The language sections also guide 
the students to prepare themselves for their 
Oratorical and Essay competitions. 


Research : 


п the Department, research projects in 
Chemistry, Physics, English and Tamil are in 
progress. Each member of the Department is 
assigned research project of their own choice 
and interest. All the projects are oriented 
towards veterinary science and at present, work 
on forage nutrition, use of factory effluents for 
fodder стор cultivation, assessment of quality 
parameters for milk, meat, wool and egg are 
initiated. The language sections are engaged in 
preparing Tamil equivalents for technical terms. 


General : 


The four constituent units of this Depart- 
ments are very vital for the improvement in the 
standard of the students. A knowledge іп 
chemistry helps the veterinary undergraduates 
to have a basic knowledge not only in Chemistry 
but also understanding in bio-chemistry, physio- 
logy and pharmacology. 


The principles of Physics are involved in the 
determination of Basic parameters which can be 
used in Veterinary medical treatment. Basic

Historical Backround : 

Over twenty years after the inception of 
the Madras Veterinary College, the necessity for 
imparting instruction in chemistry to the veteri- 
nary graduates of the college arose and a sepa- 
rate Department of Chemistry came into exis- 
tence in 1930. With the introduction of five year 
integrated course in BVSc., in 1959, the need for 
imparting a sound knowledge in Physics and 
English was felt and these two sections were 
created іп 1959. 


After the merger of the Madras Veterinary 
College with the Tamil Nadu Agricultural Uni- 
versity in 1976, the department was reconstituted 
and named as, “The Department of Physical 
Sciences and Languages.” In 1979, the Univer- 
sity felt the necessity of imparting а sound 
knowledge in Tamil to the L BVSc., students 
which will enable them to have a better contact 
with the farming community and in solving their 
problems and with this objective Tamil course 
was introduced in the curriculum.

The depart- 
mental staff actively participate in the Poultry 
connected work (as disease investigation, Poultry 
seminars, national symposiums, technical advice, 
guest lectures, T.V. Programmes, Radio talks 
and organising village level workers’ training 
in the state of Tamil Nadu as and when 
called upon by the private and public sector 
agencies, 


Research 


Research problems chosen for the staff 
and students are oriented towards solving the 
problems of the people engaged іп poultry 
industry. 


The staff of this department have written 
five text books in Tamil for the non formal 
education programme in poultry keeping under 
the auspices of the State council of Educat- 
ion Research and Training, Madras The commi- 
ttee setup by the Government of Tamil Nadu 
with the Professor of Poultry Science as con- 
venor has written two guide books in English 
one for Poultry and the other for Dairying 
for the plus two stage of education in Tamil 
Nadu. 


An undergraduate programme in Poultry 
Science is contemplated under the newly fra- 
med syllabus for B.V.Sc. - degree curriculum 
in the College. 


Proposals are under way for acquiring 
permanent space in the College for accommoda- 
ting the Office, class room and laboratory for 
ramifying the activities of the department in . 
terms of Education, research and extension. 


Madras Veterinary College 


Historical Background : 

Poultry Science Department had its hum- 
ble beginning in the year 1970 with the creat- 
ion of the post of one Reader and two lecturers 
in Poultry Science. Dr, К. Kumarasamy, 
headed the Department as the Reader. Initially 
by the early fifties the Department of Animal 
Husbandry wes carrying out the Poultry Science 
activities. Later, by the early sixties the 
Department of Animal Hygiene took over the 
Poultry Science activities and was responsible 
for the sustained development of Poultry Sci- 
ence in the College. It was around this time 
the concept of Intensive Poultry farming was 
introduced in Madras and the suburbs and 
subsequently in the districts. 


The post-graduate degree in Poultry Pro- 
duction leading to M.V.Sc. degree of the Madras 
University was instituted in the year 1972. 
The first batch of students for the M.V.Sc. 
degree in Poultry Production (main) with Poultry 
Genetics and Poultry Nutrition ав subsidiary 
subjects joined the course іп the month of 
October, 1972. 


The D2partment of Poultry Science was 
further strengthened in the year 1973 with the 
creation of one post of Professor and two 
Assistant Lecturers in Poultry Science. Тһе 
Doctoral programme in Poultry Science under 
the trimester pattern was instituted in the year 
1977. Simultaneously Master’s programme was 
also introduced under trimester pattern by the 
Tamil Nadu Agricultural University. These years 
coincided with the tremendous expansion of 
Poultry Industry on a commercial scale in 
Tamil Nadu. 


The Department was once again reinforced 
in the year 1977 with the creation of two 
more posts of Associate Professors, one post 
of Assistant Professor and one post of А5515- 
tant Lecturer to meet the teaching needs of 
the department.

Activities and Achievement 
Teaching and Research : 


This department was teaching the subject of 
Preventive Medicine both theory and practical 
for the diploma courses from inception to 1930 
and for.the Undergraduates, from 1936 till date. 
Consequent to the upgrading of the Madras 
Veterinary College, as “Southern Regional Post- 
Graduate Educational and Research Institute” in 
1958, M.V.Sc degree was implemented, in a 
phased manner. The Post-Graduate course in this 
subject was started in October 1962, taking only 
2 students each year and subsequently 3 students 
were admitted from 1975 onwards. 


From 1978, trimester pattern was introduced 
in the Post-Graduate course, since the college 
became a unit of Agricultural University from 
December. 1976. So far, 26 students have ob- 
tained the/r Masters degree in the subject of Pre- 
ventive Medicine. 


Twenty two publications which includes 
research findings and popular articles were 
published in the various journals. 


Realising the importance of Veterinary 
Public Health in human medicine, this depart- 
ment has been offering a course of lectures on 
“Zoonoses”? to the student ої B.S.Sc. class 
Officers of Public Health department and to the 
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Historical Background 


The subject of Preventive Medicine was 
taught since the inception of the College т 
1903 till 1941 by the principal who was also 
the Professor of Medicine. During the period 
a Diploma Course was offered for 3 years 
and the subject of Medicine was taught during 
the second and third year. After affiliation of 
this college to the Madras University in 1936, 
the courses were intensified and the medicine 
department was teaching the subjects of Preven- 
tive Medicine and Meat and Milk Hygine at 
the diploma and at the degree levels. Іп 
1954, the Meat and milk hygiene was 
separated forming separate subjects for study 
at the degree level. In the final year degree, 
the subject of Therapeutics and Toxicology 
though taught by the department of Pharma- 
cology for the administrative convenience 
the examination was clubbed with Preventive 
Medicine. The practical classes were conducted 
by the department of Preventive Medicine for 
both. 


In 1958, the department of Therapeutics and 
Toxicology was formed and the combined exami- 
nation was continued till became 1962 From 
1962 onwards Preventive Medicine a separate 
subject in tne final year and continues till date. 


A clinical laboratory which was opened in 
1928 was attached to the department of 
Preventive Medicine and it remained so till 
1969 The staff of the department of preventive 
medicine and Parasitology were incharge of this 
laboratory. From 1969, it was handed over to the 
department of Pathology and was called as 
department of Clinical Pathology. The Clinical 
materials received from the hospital sections were 
examined and results were communicated. 


A Radiology section which was started, 
in 1930 was also under the control of department 
of Preventive Medicine and One Assistant 
Lecturer was specially trained at the Barnard 
Institute of Radiology. This unit was handed 
over to the Department of Surgery during 1962. 


In 1964 a nucleus unit of Laboratory animals 


was started in this department and in 1972 a sep- 
arate department of Laboratory. Animal Medicine 
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Tuberculosis and Brucellosis have been implemen- 
ted for the first time in India, in the year, 1975. 


. Inthe field of diagnosis of Rabies for the 
first time in India, ante-mortem diagnosis of 
Rabies in man and animals has been used as a 
routine diagnostic method in this department 
with the help of the Fluorescent microscope.

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Historical Background : 


For the effective planning of experiments 
and analysis and interpretation of results, basic 
knowledge of Statistics is absolutely essential. 
With this prime aim, statistics was taught to 
the Undergraduate students in Veterinary Science 
at the outset viz. in the first year of the course. 
The teaching of Statistics was offered to the 
students at Madras Veterinary College from 
1959-60. Initially, the classes were manned by 
Senior Animal Husbandry Statistician from the 
office of the Director of Animal Husbandry 
on part-time basis. Subsequently, the need for 
having separate teaching staff was increasingly 
felt as the services of statistics experts were 
required for planning the experiments scientifi- 


cally for the various departments in the College 


and farms in the Department of Animal 
Husbandry. In addition, Statistics courses Were 
also started for the benefit of graduate and 
PostGraduate students. hese increased activities 
have resulted in the formation of an independent 
Statistics Department in the year 1966. The 
department is functioning with one Associate 
Professor as Head of the Department and with 
three Assistant Professors to help him to 


carryout his responsibilities effectively.

The department has three operation theatres 
equipped with modern appliances as Mark 9 
automatic respirator, Narkovet anaesthetic 
apparatus for large animals, E.C.G. monitors, 
etc. The equipments are used for clinical and 
research work, A surgical laboratory is being 
built up at present. 


The Radiology section attached to this 
Department is equipped with a 120 K.V. and a 
Mobile X-Ray plant. On an average, 1200 
pictures are taken in a year. The section is 
equipped with ultrasonic therapy, diathermy, 
Ultraviolet Ray and Infra-Red therapy, Nerve 
Muscle stimulation and Electronic massage. 
These equipments are used for clinical cases 
numbering 1200 per year. 


In December 1979, the Department hosted 
the 3rd symposium of the Indian Society for 
Veterinary Surgery. Being an All India Asso- 
ciation, delegates representing all the Indian 
Universities were present and 52 technical papers 
were read in the sessions. Demonstration of 
skills Which included acupuncture anaesthesia in 
bovines, Electronarcosis and Experimental 
cardiac by pass technique in canine were added 
features in the symposium.

Historical Background: 


The Department of Surgery started 
functioning in the year 1903 offering a Diploma 
Course. The subject was included in the syllabus 
for the B.V.Sc. degree from 1946. In the 
year 1960 the department was upgraded to 
impart Post Graduate education in Surgery. 


Eminent personalities as Menon, D'Silva, 
Wilson, Saunders Nair, Hurley and Swaminatha 
Iyer headed the Department. Dr. R. Swaminatha 
Iyer's contribution to Equine Surgery, Dr. М.М, 
Menon for Canine Surgery and Dr. F. D. Wilson 
for Bovine Surgery are significant. Dr. М. М. 
Menon was awarded the followship of the 
Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons, England 
for his work on “Trans thoracic oesophagotomy 
in canines conducted at this College. Dr. F. D. 
Wilson. Dr. E.I. Rajendran and Dr. M.S. Dewan 
Muthu Mohamed were awarded the Rao Bahadur 
Swaminatha Iyer Memorial Medal for the best 
clinical article published in the Indian Veterinary 
Journal during the years 1962 and 1969. 37 
dissertations were guided, so far.

in the field of diagnosis and therapy of ailments 
of Livestock. Since this department is а basic 
clinical department it was fully incharge of Large 
Animal Clinic Medical Unit till September 1979. 
Utilising this opportunity the Undergraduates 
and Post-Graduates were given intensive clinical 
practical training and also the clinical materials 
available were utilised for Post-Graduate research 
programmes. Over the years sophisticated 
instruments were acquired for the use of the staff 
and Post-Graduate students enabling them to 
work on research projects keeping in view the 
field oriented problems. The staff of this depart- 
ment have been guiding the Post-Graduates in all 
the research programmes. So far 37 Post-Gra- 
duates had graduated out of this department 
and they had submitted their dissertations. 


From this department 30 clinical articles 
have been published on the research conducted 
in this department by the staff and Post- 
Graduate students. Popular articles of use to 
the farmers and dairymen in the field have 
been published in the regional language for 
the benefit of the commoa. In addition special 
advisory service and lectures to the field staff in 
solving problems related to complicated cases 
have been rendered. The activities of the depart- 
ment are extended still further by offzring 
refresher training course for the Assistant 
Directors of Animal Husbandry and Veterinary 
Assistant Surgeons of the Anima] Husbandry 
Department, Government of Tamil Nadu every 
year. The educational activities are extended 
even to the Extension Assistants of Tamil Nadu 
Dairy Development Corporation and for the 
final year students who sit for competetive 
ІС. АВ examinations The subject of Toxi- 
cology was the part and parcel of Therapeutics 
and the staff continued to teach the subject 
till June 779 when it was handed over to the 
department of Pharmacology to which it was 
clubbed. Presently this department is offering

Currently this department as a future plan 
has undertaken research in connection with 
diseases of rumen and blood transfusion т 
cattle and dogs to benefit the farming comm- 
unity directly. 
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Historical Background : 


To begin with, the subjects Therapeutics 
and Toxicology were taught by the staff of 
Pharmacology department for the fourth year 
B.V.Sc. class students The examination at the 
degree level was conducted as Medicine including 
Therapeutics and Toxicology in the Final year 
upto 1962. However in the year 1958 the subject 
of Therapeutics including clinical medicine and 
Toxicology was formed as a separate department 
and started functioning in the old Dobbin Hall 
building. With the introduction of Integrated 
BVSc degree course of five years and one term 
duration, the examination at the degree level was 
conducted as separate paper under final BVSc 
Part II from 1963 In December 1962 the depart- 
ment was shifted to clinical block and had been 
functioning there till 1971. In January 1980 a 
more spacious accomodation with more labora - 
tory facilities for the Post-Graduate and Under - 
graduate students was provided in the new clini- 
cal complex building and the department was 
shifted to that premises. 


Consequent to the upgrading of the college 
as a Southern Regional Centre of Post-Graduate 
Education and Research this department was 
upgraded as Post-Graduate department in the 
year 1958 and the actual Post-Graduate course 
was started inthe year 1960 September in a 
phased manner.

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History : 


The Madras Veterinary College Hostel was 
Started in the year 1905 with six student-inmates 
in a dormitory over the Dobbin Hall. It has 
grown into a large hostel with 276 rooms to 
accommodate 552 students. In 1931 two blocks 
were built very near the college at a cost of 
Rs. 1,30,000 to house 160 students. Later an 
extension was made in the space adjoining the 
‘Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals’ 
building to offer more accommodation. In 195] 
a temporary structure was built adjoining the 
main hostel to house 50 students. A well 
planned block with ground and first floors 
consisting of rooms accommodate one or two 
students was constructed in the year 1958. 
In 1976 atwo storied Post-Graduate hostel block 
was constructed with modern amenities like 
fan etc. This however has not eased the 
pressure on demand for space and so ош 
proposals to replace the extension block with 
a three storied structure have been approved. 
Students of our College belonging to Sri Lanka, 
Nepal, Malaysia, Philippines, Iran, and Nigeria 
find accommodation in the hostel. 


Staff quarters : 


The Warden and three Deputy Wardens 
are provided with quarters for immediate 


supervision of the activities of the Hostel.’ 
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Quarters are available for the attendants 
employed in the Hostel. In 1979 residential 
quarters for twelve staff members have been 
constructed. 


Guest rooms:
